"Soviet and Chinese Communist Strategy in North Africa, the 
Middle East, and South Asia, " 15 July 1965, considerable attention 
■was given to the political action responsibilities and efforts of 
the Soviet services. To our knowledge, this is one of the few 
instances in which this particular subject has been treated in 
detail in an NIE. I have long been urging that SIC include more 
coverage of this in our courses, but we have never succeeded in 
unearthing material of sufficient depth or documentation to be 
useful. I suspect that its inclusion in the current estimate 
stems largely from the efforts ofl 


and the briefings they gave some time ago about their concern 
over the KGB effort i n the Middle East. All of this by way of 
commenting that when I R eported for duty with SIC I 

assigned him as his first priority Job the development of a 
presentati on on KGB political action in support of or in place of 
local C Ps . had assi sted in developing the documentation

we'll be right on top of this subject now that some acceptable 
evidence has apparently been provided.
